This should be the old 24A tetrode. What you are looking at is a 
Cunningham tube, and the "CX-3" portion of the designation is 
"Cunningham. " Five pins on the base, a "small" (same as 807) top cap 
for the control grid connection, 2.5 volt heater. 


The original 24 (generally "UY-224," the RCA designation), came out 
around 1928, and had a deep secondary emission knee in the plate 
current with low plate voltage relative to the screen. The 24A used a 
treated plate material to reduce secondary emission. A few 
manufacturers used the secondary emission knee in a local oscillator 
circuit (tricky nasty stuff); otherwise a 24A should be a direct 
replacement. 35 and 51 (identical tubes) are remote cutoff tetrodes, 
otherwise the same as 24A. 


The "UX," "UY" and "hundreds" as manufacturer's identifiers were 

dropped from tube identifications in 1932, so tubes like the 10, 11, 

22, 24, 27, 35, 45, and 47, and 80, often found in radios of the 1928-32 
period originally had longer designators, with numbers from 100 to 400 
marked on them.

It can me worked, but it is tough. The problem with glass is that it has 
lots of internal stresses, and when you try to work it with a cutting tool 


you concentrate the stress, often causing failure. 


However, it can be done! There are tungsten carbide bits out there that 


can drill glass. I have seen them and have seen the holes. My grandfather 
even sucessfully cut the top off and old peanut butter jar (glass) with a 
carbide bit and a lathe to make a test tank for Model "A" Ford carb floats. 


I'll pass your message along to my father who is an Optical Engineer 
with NASA/MSFC and see what he reccomends as to a procedure. 


Anyways, I'd get more than one bottle, but then for me having surplus beer 
bottles around is never a problem, heh heh heh...

For those that may need the info but haven't asked yet, the SB-101 and 
HW-101(and offshoots) use standard rubber o-rings for those drive belts. I 
usually get them from the local branch of Detroit Ball Bearing, which 
carries National O-ring. Any bearing supplier should have them. They are 2" 
by 2 1/8" by 1/8". That is a standard size and usually run a whopping 20 to 
25 cents a piece in a bag of five. Hope this helps keep the tune controls 
working. The Load control belt is 1/8" larger in diameter but the same 
thickness. The newer radios used a section of dial cord here to eliminate 
the belt slippage.

Hank and I talked about Tek fan motors some time ago and I saved the 
discussion so here it is again. 


>Hank van Cleef wrote: 

>>taking that motor apart might be worth the effort, because it had 
>>plenty of end play, even though it works fine.

>I find it worth while. 

> 

>>Getting the fan off was the first great exercise. A small punch and 


>>some judicious tapping, and it came off, .001 at a time. A little use 
>>of 320 sandpaper cleaned the rust off the shaft, so that I could get 
>>the rest of the thing apart. 


> 
>Tek Service Centers used to have the cutest little fan blade puller you ever 
>saw . . . not too different than a miniture automobile wheel puller. I 


>haven't seen one for years. Probably all in a land fill somewhere. Sigh. 

> 

>>In short, a disaster in the making. The fan end thrust arrangement had 
>>completly vanished. 

> 

>Early fan motors up until about 1966 used a 5 washer combination of fiber, 
>springy phosphor-bronze (I think), steel, springy phosphor bronze, and fiber 
>on each side of the armature. They wear out. Tek used to sell a rebuild 
>kit with enough new washers to fix both ends. All of the new washers were 
>white nylon and I don't ever remember seeing any of them ever wear out. A 
>few years ago, I bought a hundred of each of the three thicknesses 
>anticipating my needs and their unavailability. I don't know where to get 
>them now. 

> 

>There is one other tight-fitting fiber washer that goes on the shaft between 
>the motor end bell and the fan blade. It should actually be located barely 
>inside of the end bell. It is there to keep the bearing oil from creeping 
>out of the motor, along the shaft, onto the blade, and from there all over 
>the inside of the scope. It really needs to be there. 

> 

>>After cleaning everything up, I swapped the rear and front bearing 
>>pillow blocks. That puts the oil holes on the sweep side, but you can 
>>still get to them by removing the air deflector. I had some AN960 

>>light steel flatwashers, and found some brass jobs the same size, so 
>>made up my own thrust bearing for that end. 

> 

>Sounds like proper metal washers will work fine if you can't get mylon ones. 
>Good job, Hank.

Jan needed a little more info. 


I use any type of light motor oil to lube the fan motor. I have also used 
sewing machine oil and "3 in 1" oil. I don't think it is critical. I have 
never had to do anything with the fiber packing in the oil reservoir. Just 
clean out the thick (or solid) gunk the best you can. A little solvent helps. 


Hank said that suitable nylon washers could be bought from airplane parts 
houses though I have never tried to find any. I still have a couple in my 
private stock for future jobs I expect to do in restoring my collection. 
Fan motor shaft end play should be about 1/32 of an inch when it is 


reassembled and the bolts are tight. The fan should turn freely and this 
should £ix the "slow fan" problem. 


Let me know if it gives you trouble since I have a couple of extra salvaged 
motors if you really need one.

Dave, this is absolutely correct according to how the FCC licenses and 
measure the power of TV stations. 


Short-wave and FM broadcast stations (with some add'l complexities) also 
quote their power level, and their coverage is computed, based on (among 
other things) the the transmitter output multiplied by the gain of the 
transmitter. 


While we all enjoy powerful transmitters that arc and spark impressively, 
the fact is that the signal strength of the station at a given receiver is 
determined by the transmitter and antenna considered as a system, and the 
higher the gain of the antenna the stronger the signal will be in the 
direction favored by the antenna. 


If you're not familiar with the process, by means of phase relationships 
gain antennas work by cancelling some directions and reinforcing 
others...usually TV and FM, for example, reduces signal transmitted at 
higher elevations above the horizon and redirects it so most of the signal 
runs along the ground where the people are. 


Stations like smaller transmitters as they are cheaper and use less power, 
of course.
